Those developments, we are 
now able to disclone, involve a 
gigantic task which 
National Goveriment ia setting 
itself in preparing for the 
introduction and enforcement of 
new Land Laws. : 


The main purpose of Mr. Wu's 
visit to Hongkong and his inter- 
view with the local Lund Office 
experts waa to disclose to them 
the Chinese Government's scheme 

“for Ba: Euutatical -aarvey oof. tha 
whole of China in order to get o 
uniform taxation, und with a view 
to the elimination of irregular 
tuxea. The Government desires nu 
ucheme.to qpernte on the same 
lines as the land taxes in England 
and similar to the Crown Land 
rents In Hongkong. 


Hongkong Advice. 


This, our representative was 
informed, necessitates the employ- 
ment of stirveyora of very high

which would be a sdigantic task. - 

“Mr. Wa was sent to obtain the 
advice of the Hongkong Govern- 
ment ax to suitable candidates for 
this position, bat YT am not at 
Viberty to disclose the arrange- 
ments made,” remarked a Govern- 
nent official. . :

New Land Laws.

consulted ‘the Hongkong Land 

Office with a view to ascertaining 
its method of registering title 
deeds. He appeared impressed by 
the Torrens system, which fs un- 
doubtedly on “simple method of 
administration, and the matter Ss 
fecelving most serlous considera- 
ion.

CONSIDERABLE LIQUIDATION 
OF FROZEN LOANS, 


DEVELOPMENT PLANS. 


Tt was intimated by Mr. C. A. 
de Roza, presiding at the annual 
shareholders meeting of ‘the 
China Provident, Loan and Mort- 
gage Co., Ltd., to-day, that the 
liquidation of frozen loans had 
been carried to such a stage that, 
in the opinion of the Board, the 
Company's affairs have at last 
turned the corner. 

The proceeds from the new 
issue, together with the sum 
realised from liquidation of loans, 
have been applied to repayment of 
the Company's overdraft which a 
yeur nyco stood at nine Jakha and 
which has now entirely dixappenr. 
ed, . 

The Chairman referred to the 
adverse effects of exchange and 
keen competition from free-lance 
concerns, but atated that the first 
three months of the new year have 
been oncouraging. It. was fur- 
ther announced that the Board is 
considering the development of 
some its properties as Chinese 
dwellings. 


Chairman’s Speech. 


Addressing the meeting, 
Chairman-snid:—-Gentlemen,-—The 
report and ‘accounts have been in. 
your hands for the ‘period requir. 
ed by the articles, and with your 


consent I propose to take them as},

Your’ Board regret that the 
Company’s main item of revenue, 
namely the operation of tho 
godowns and shipping work con- 
nected therewith, shows a  con- 
siderable falling off during 1930,

buted to the continued and une 
precedented fall’ in oxehango 
throughout the year, accompanied 
by the inevitable reduction in‘ the 
purchasing “power of the dollar 
which disorganised buaincas st 
regular intervals, resulting In a 
derrensed’ volume of Importation 
of thise commodities on which wa 
rely so largely for the bulk of our 
business, . wos .

A writer gets a 
reputation “and then rests on his 
oars, letting the impetus of his 
former books carry his now ones 
along, and spending & good share 
of his time in seeing to it. that his 
name gets jnto the newspapers and 
magazines. It will be interesting 
to seo how the authors renet to 
this scheme. In> pure theory’ it 
should make no ditference at all- 
A writer Is supposed’ to. write be- 
cause of an imperative Inner com- 
pulsion. He is supposed to be 
thinking of fame very little nnd 
of money hardly at all; he writes 
uecnuse there is something 1 hint 
that demands expression.- Theory, 
unfortunately, ~ does not always 
square with the facts. There may be 
a fow writers who fall in. this 
category, but they are a tiny 
minority. The average writer, 
quite naturally, wants fame and 
adulation. If he turns out ‘n good 
book he would like to get the 
credit for ‘it. Furthermore, &u- 
thors have ta ent; and many & 
first-rate book came into existence 
in part, ot least because its-writer 
needed to bolater.up & fading 
bank account. Even more -in- 
tercsting, will be the reaction of 
the renders. Most of us, probably, 
buy books forthe authors. Ifa 
book by an unknown appears we 
wait and find ont what other 
people are saying sbout it before 
we take u chance on it. What 
would we do if the author’s name 
were withheld?’ However, there 
is little | chance that other 
publishors will adopt this ayatem. 
But it would be illuminating ‘to 
Bee what.would happen if they did.
